The  practice  teachers  receive  two  and 
one  halt  houp  credit  for  their  service 
during  the  quarter. 

Many  people  are  ot  the  opinion  that 
practice  teaching  is  an  easy  method 
of  obtaining,  credit,  hut  it  requires 
considerable  hard  work  and  earnest 
effort.  Each  practice  teacher  is  re 
qulred  to  attend  a  weekly  conterencfe 
of  teachers.  At  these  nieelliigs  such 
subjects  as  "methods- ot  study,”  “ho\V 
to  make  assignments.”  “questioning” 
"projects'’  "socialized  recitation”  and 
"class  room  management”  are  discuss¬ 
ed.  Every  teacher  is  required  to  sub 
mit'a  brief  lesson  i)lan  to  the  super 
visor  daily.  The  supervisor  has  asked 
that  every  teacher  co-operate  with  the 
Englisii  department  in  corrective  work 
in  writing,  spelling  and  English.
